A Yeteran's Heminiscenees of the Terrible
War of 1882

“Did I ever tell you of a little inei-
dent that happened during the Indian
war of 18627 paid Lieutenant Mor-
gan, of the police force, recently.
“Well, ] was & member of Company
A, 6th Minnesota When
we were up in & eounty which had
been devastated by the Sioux there was
a detail from our company sent out un-
der the command of Captain Grant, of
my company, to bury the dead. Above
Bireh conlee we found a man whoe told
us that he, with his wife. two daugh-
ters and a little son, were in the garden
when he heard the erack of guns. His
wife and daughters dropped dead. He
grabbed the boy and started to run
down the road. He was followed by
the Indians, yelling savagely and firing
mpidly. He could not earry the boy
and get away, 83 he dropped him and
ran on. The littie fellow folowed him,
shouting, *Papa, papa!’ but wns scon
overtaken by the Indians, and he heand
him shriek and knew that he had beet
killed. After burying the dead around
Redwood we came back by the way of
where the man lived and found the
bodies of his wife and danghters as he
had said. Down the road we found the
body of the little boy thrown into the
hazel brush. The bodies were all muti-
iated in a horrible manner. At the
fight at Birch coulee the man was
killed. If he told hiz name 1 can not
now remember. That was one family
entively wiped out. In all the reports
of those dark days this circamstance
has never been published.”—8i.

graat-grand=on of a lady of the house
of Coll.

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SUGAR-MAKING

A New Proeess for the Extraetion of
Sagar from the Cane

A great deal of interest is fell here in
the experiments made at Oltawa, Kan.,
by Prof. Wylie, of the Agriculinral De-
partment. They show that by tho new
diffasion proesss the mannfacturors of
sugnr from Southern eane may ‘usi
double their gyield. This ia just the
problem that the cane-growera of the
Sonth bave been o long time Irying to
wolve They have becn strugsling
along for reqars making barely a living
in the hope that by s'me interposition
of Providence they wounld be saved from
bankruptey. This discovery probably
saves them. Itoffers asystem by which
they may get ninety.live per cent of
the sugar ont of the cane, instead of
forty e ght per ceat. as they now do
And it does not increase the cost of
manufacturing, either. The only ad-
ditional cost is the new wmachinery
needed.

The diffus'on process is a peculiar
one. Instead of squeesing the juice
out ns was always done heretofors, this
process washes it out. Imagine a long
row of iron tanks bholding porhaps
twonty bushels apiece and connoeted
by iron pipss which earry hot water in
at the top of the first one and out at the
hottom, aad thence into the sccoud ene
at the top and out at the bottom, thence
into the third and fourth and s2 on to
the end of the long row. These tanks
are ealled a battery. though this namas
deos not mean that thore ia any thing
in the way of electricity used in the
process. The cane is sliced up into
thin slices and put into thesa tanks,
and after being steamed hot water is
forced through the pipes and tanks. It
entrs at the end of the row, carrying
with it asit passes along the sugar thal
t washes from each clip of cane, and
by the tme it comes out of the last
tank it is vory sweet. By keeping that
stream running through the tanks a
foew minutes, ninety-five per cent of
the sugur is takon out of the eane.

The meaning of this importan t dis-
covery is that this coantry in a few
vears is going to produce its own su-
. The diffusion process is no mors
eostly than the old system after the
machinery is obtaine f, and by it the
vield of sngar is doubled, both from
the Sauth rm ewma and from the
sorghum. The resalt will ba not only
to stimnlate the sugar manuiactursr,
whore the Southern cane I8 now grown,
bat to open up new lields for this pro-
duct on. Mr. Mills, the Congrassman
from Texas, says thore are millions of
acres of fine cane lund in his Siate
waiting for some method of cheap pro-
duction of surar. He nssorts that thers
is in tha State of Texas alone enough
available eane land to raise all the sn-
gar wanted by the people of this eonn-
try. Then thore is eane land in Mis-
sissippi. Lousiana, Arkansas and Flor-
ida that hins never yet been developed,
to say nothing of tha possibililive of
snzar-makiong from the Northern cane
and from boets.— Wa A'ngion Cor. Chi-
cago Journal,
